The agreement was in respect of 
furniture and as the plaintiff did not 
require a suspended order, i.e, an 
order for return of part of the goods 
suspended on payment nf the 
default summons was 
and judgment obtained in 
default of defence 

In December, 1953, a 
execution was issued against the 
defendant's goods for the amount 
of balance owing plus the costs To 
this warrant was received a return 
from the court which stated that it 
had not been executed for the fol 
lowing reason: “No effects, Prior 
warrants unsatisfied.” 

It was subsequently ascertained 
that the goods which were the sub 
ject of the agreement were still at

ingly the bailiff was requested to 
levy thereon, 

The plaintiff's solicitors, however, 
were notified by the court that the 
bailiff was not entitled to levy on 
the goods in question as the property 
was not vested in the judgment 
debtor. 

In view of the importance of the 
principle involved in this case the 
Association on behalf of its members 
took counsel’s opinion, Counsel was 
asked to advise on the following 
points: 

(a) Whether the bailiff was en 
titled to levy on the goods which 
were subject to the hire-purchas¢ 
agreement; 

(b) if not, what other remedy was 
available to the owner; 

(c) generally. 

Counsel’s opinion is now repro- 
duced hereunder for the guidance of

¥ HOULD furnishers 

~ support — or oppose — the 

claim for a _ substantial 
increase in minimum wage rates 
for their staffs? 

Down at Exeter the other day, 
the S.W. Area of the National 
Association of Retail Furnishers 
came out strongly on the side of 
supporting such a claim. 

The reason? They felt very 
strongly that the present mini- 
mum rates were “ridiculously 
low” and that they did not paint 
a true picture of the trade. They 
believed that the pay rates were 
discouraging “new blood” from 
entering the industry, since it was 
not realised that furnishers in fact 
pay much higher wages than the 
published minimum. 


Xx That, of course, is true. 
The minimum rate for an ordin- 
ary assistant in the provinces is 
now about £5 2s. 6d., whereas no 
one can engage a good one for 
less than £8. In London there is 
a big gap between the highest 
minimum of £6 9s. a week and 
the £10 or more actually paid in 
most instances. 

It is also probably true that the 
present minimum rates appear 
unattractive in comparison with 
those offered by other trades. And 
that comparison may seriously 
hinder the recruitment of good 
sales staffs into the furnishing 
trade, just at a time when they 
are badly needed. 


*%* There is, of course, the 
other school of thought that 
points out that these wages rates 
are in fact minima, and that they 
apply to the least efficient 
employee in the least efficient 
firm in the least favoured area. 
That again is true, and there may 
be some difficulty in reconciling 
the two viewpoints. 

We have just heard that this 
whole question was fully dis- 
cussed at this week’s meeting of 


retail 


N.A.R.F. Council. We hope 
that the Council members con- 
sidered another aspect of the 
case—and that is the possibility 
of negotiating a separate wage 
agreement for the furnishing trade 
alone. 


*x* At present the situation is 
rather ridiculous. The national 
agreement by which we are 
bound covers not only furnishing 
staffs but those employed by 
retailers of ironmongery, hand 
tools, heating and cooking appli- 
ances, cycles, prams, toys and 
games, saddlery, paints and oils, 
candles and_ disinfectants — to 
mention a few! 

A good assistant in a furnishing 
store should never be classed, for 
minimum wage purposes, with 
the lad that sells paraffin and 
paint in the little oil and colour 
shop round the corner. 

If we could indeed negotiate a 
separate agreement for our own 
trade, we might arrive at a 
minimum rate that would show a 
truer picture of the conditions of 
employment—and one that would 
meet the arguments of the two 
sides. 

Useless Figures 
ND talking of furnishing 
being dumped together with 
a heterogeneous collection of 
other trades, here is the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” publishing the 
figures of imports and United 
Kingdom exports. The classifica- 
tion in which we are interested 
reads: “Sanitary, plumbing, 
heating and lighting fixtures and 
fittings; prefabricated buildings; 
furniture ”! 

What in the world can one 
gather from import and export 
figures published under such a 
heading? How much of the total 
was for pre-fabs and sanitary 
fixtures and how much applied to 
furniture?

NE of the complaints often made 

about trade conventions is the 
absence of a practical session. This 
criticism could not be levelled against 
the National Display Convention

Solts of material may be effectively 
shown on a circular counter or shelf 
running around existing columns. For 
instance, an entire line of satins in 
many colours can be stacked in this 
manner, thus creating a colourful and 
eye-catching display and ome that is 
easy for the sales force to utilise. A 
circular shelf, even around a square 
column is preferable in order to avoid 
sharp corners that create amazing 
trafhe problems 

This is the department where every 
column is a godsend as each may be 
used for effective display purposes. An 
idea which we can use as an example 
is a cluster of plastic or wooden rings 
which could be attached near the 
ceiling on every other column. This 
will serve as a perpetual method of 
draping lengths of fabric, several 
colourways of one texture, correlated 
groups and so forth 

With this arrangement it is feasible 
to pull out sufficient yardage from the 
bolt and drape it through the ring, 
without cutting the length the

In all cases, a generous length of 
material used for display can sell 
greater yardage. A lavish showing of 
fabric brings out its best points. 

Again the ‘small arrange- 
ment can pay dividends Chintzes, 
companion patterns, hand-weaves and 
‘contemporary’ prints fairly cry out 
for such a display sales method. Open 
work dividers can be effectively used 
to enclose a small area devoted to one 
type of fabric as well as to display 
samples of the specific merchandise 
Also, correlated items floor 
coverings, wallpaper, paint and 
accessories or a few pieces of furni- 
ture, lend an atmosphere conducive to 
greater sales 

For ready-made curtains and 
draperies, dummy windows are a 
‘must.’ Whether they consist of false 
mullions tacked against a flat wall, or 
open and free-standing dividers, they 
will show the merchandise to great 
idvantage. When erected against the 
wall, it is good policy to use a soft 
grey or blue-grey painted background 
whicl space beyond the 
Mullions can be white, 
or light grey for better maintenance 
The free-standing partitions are 
especially suitable for sheer curtains, 
as the small amount of light filtering 
through the material points up their 
diaphanous quality.”

Divan Production 


Divans are made in a shop which has 
not yet been made ready for produc- 
tion, being merely cleaned out and the 
lighting installed.

Frames are made and assembled in 
the woodworking factory in Rowland 
Street, about a hundred yards away, 
and are delivered daily to the new 
factory where U-bars and springs are 
fitted. They have decided on chain- 
linking for the springs, and all divan 
stuffing is of 60 per cent wool felt 
Wide divan frames, by the way, have 
stretcher members for added strength, 
and all joints are screwed.
